CONFIDENT CREDITORS. 

It was a sudden and unexpected announce 
ment, and naturally created much surprise. 
Nevertheless, it was not attended with the 
great excitement which such sturtling news 
might arouse. The reason for this was the 
great confidence everywhere reposed in Mr. 
Thompson, and the knowledge that he had a 
large amount of property which could be used 
to settle hig debts, if his creditors were willing 
to give him an opportunity. 

Mr. lhompson is the largest manufacturer 
on the water-power. He was quoted the high- 
est of any man in Rockford. He bas been 
dom an enormous business, making agricult* 
ural implements. In July last he turned it into 
a stock company, with $250,000 capital, of which 
he took $200,000 himseif. It appears that coi- 
lections have been coming ia very slowly, and 
Mr. Thompson has not been able to realize upon 
the farmers’; notes and other collateral 
rapidly enough to meet accumulating 
obligations. This month some $29,000 
will be coming aue, and he could not get in the 
cash until the present crop of grain was moved.

Thompson, and they have confidence in his 
ability to extricate himself. They have 
ample security for every cent they 
have advanced. A meeting of all the Rockford 
bankers was held at the Winnebago Bank Sat- 
urday night, together with Mr. Thompson and 
his friends. Some of the benkers were in 
favor of continuing their assistance longer, 
but others thought that it was better to let the 
Home Bank close and allow Mr. Thompson to 
meet the crisis in the way noted above. There 
seemed to be a genuine belief that, it allowed 
by his creditors sufficient time, his obligations 
would be pretty generally met with no serious 
loss to any one. 

Mr. Thompson has been doing a very large 
business in Rockford, and necessarily he has 
had great credit. 

LIABILITIES AND ASSETS. 

In conversation this morning he stated to a 
TRIBUNE representative that if this had been 
the lith of October he would not have been 
compelled to close hig doors.

THE NEW BLAINE LETTERS. * 

Just what purpose is to be served by the 
publication of additional letters in the private 
correspondence between Mr. Blaine and War- 
ren Fisher of Boston ten or fifteen years ago 
is by no means clear. Though given out 
over the signature of Warren Fisher and 
James Mulligan and addressed rather osten- 
tatiously to the people of the United 
States,“ these letters are not, either in them- 
selves or in connection with the Mulligan 
letters,” already familiar to the public, cal- 
culated to damage Mr. Blaine's reputation 
nor to fasten upon him the charge of cor- 
ruption which his enemies have vainly tried 
to establish in his relations to the Fort Smith 
| & Little Rock Railroad, They make the fact 
clearer than ever that Mr. Blaine’s invest- 
ment was a losing one, and that he was deal- 
ing with men who tried to “ get the best of 
him.” To this extent the publication of the 
new batch of Fisher letters will be to Blaine’s 
advantage. 

Many portions of these letters have no 
meaning or interest for the public, for they 
relate to business transactions which are not 
explained in detail. So far as explicit informa- 
tion or reasonable inference throws light 
upon them, they point to the following cir- 
cumstances : 


1. That Mr. Blaine negotiated the sale of 
a certain amount of Little Rock bonds among 
his friends, including Governor and Senator 
Morrill, ‘This has long been known and ad- 
mitted, and what of it? Mr. Blaine was so 
confident in the future of the railroad enter- 
prise that be not only persuaded friends to 
invest, but undertook to guarantee their in- 
vestment, which involved him in a serious 
loss. ‘There was nothing dishonorable in all 
this, but, on the contrary, Mr: Blame's sub- 
sequent conduct in relieving his friends of 
personal loss was in every way honorable to 
him. 

2. That Mr. Blaine exerted himself to se- 
eure for Caldwell and Fisher the chance to 
start a National bank at Little Rock at a 
time when Congress increased the National- 
bank circulation for the West and South. 
Such an effort was entirely proper, and it was 
very natural that Mr. Blaine, having an in- 
terest in the Arkansas railroad, should have 
desired the development of the banking and

8. It would appear from several of the let- 
ters that Mr. Blaine had negotiated a loan of 
$25,000 on his own liability for the benefit 
of Fisher and Caldwell, who were railroad- 
builders, and that he was compelled to beg 
and implore that they would repay the money 
and thus relieve him from an obligation 
which had been incurred in their behalf and 
would be ruinous to him at the time if he 
were compelled to pay it. The dishonorable 
part of this transaction attaches to Fisher and 
his associates, who enjoyed the benefit of the 
loan contracted by Blaine and then neglected 
to repay the money according to promise. 

4. One letter from Fisher to Blaine inti- 
mates that the former had loaned money to 
the latter on different occasions and rendered 
other services not specified. This statement 
is not verified, but itmay be correct without 
reflecting on Mr. Blaine, for he is not the 
only man who has borrowed money of friends. 
The only statement in this letter which would 
be damaging to Blaine, if it stood alone, is 
the following: 


Tou obtained subscriptions from your friends 


in Maine for the building of the Little Rock & 
Fort Braith Road, Out of these subscriptions 
you obtained a large amount, both of bonds 


and money, free of cost to you. 


But Blaine’s reply, contained in one of the 
original Mulligan letters not given in the 
new series, disposes of Fisher’s charge as 
follows: 


You have been for some time laboring under 
a totally erroneous im ion in regar to my 
results in the Fort Smith matter. The sales of 
bonds which you spoke of my making, and 
which you seen to have thought were for my 
own benefit, were entirely otherwise. I did 
not have the money in my possession forty-

you have little idea of the labors, the losses, 
the and the sacrifices I have made 
within the last year to save those innocent per- 
sons, who invested on my uest, from per- 
80 loss.

It may be added that in the placing of the 
bonds Mr. Blaine must have communicated 
with a large number of persons, including 
many prominent men in Maine, and if his 
conduct had been coi rupt or dishonorable he 
would scarcely have exposed himself to 80 
many opportunities for detection. 

5. The only remaining letter in the new 
batch which has any immediate bearing upon 
Mr. Blaine’s responsibility to the public is one 
marked Confidential,“ in which Blaine in- 
closed the draft of a reply from Fisher, exon- 
erating him from the charge that he had ob- 
tained his interest in the Fort Smith Railroad 
gratuitously. inthe confidential letter mak- 
ing.the request that Fisher should transmit 
some such letter as Blaine suggested, Blaine 
did not appeal in any cringing fashion. He 
did not say: “I am in a dreadful) plight, 
and you can save me by saying 8 und so.” 
He did say: Tou know the facts to be 
thus and so, and you will do mea favor by 
making a statement of the facts.” It was 
natural enough that Blaine should write out 
such a reply as he desired, because he could 
write a better and clearer letter than Fisher. 
Such things are done every day. But con- 
cerning the reply he had prepared for Fisher 
he said in his confidential letter: The let- 
ter is strictly true, is honorable to you and 
to me, and will stop the mouths of the slan- 
derers at once. Mr. Blaine would not have 
used this language in a confidential communi- 
cation to Fisher, where a concealment or a 
perversion of the truth would have been 
useless, upless he knew that must 
acknowledge the correctness of his stat 
ment. The publication of this letter, If 
tended to damage Blaine, will miss the mark 
widely. On the contrary, it will confirm the 
popular impression that Blaine was honest 
and upright in his dealings with Fisher, since 
the most confidential letters he wrote main- 
tain this view, | 

It is difficult to conceive just what 
Fisher had in view in making public this last 
batch of his confidential business correspond- 
ence with Blaine many years ago. If he had 
submitted the letters to Blaine’s enemies 
they would have told him that they contained 
nothing that would tend to Blaine’s injury, 
and that the one he probably thought the 
most compromising would prove beneficial to 
him, as it would refute false impressions and 
remove erroneous deductions hitherto drawn 
from the letters that had been made public.

He at once 
took the position that they were entitled to 
speedy trial or to immediate release. The 
2d of June, 1881, he wrote to Mr. Lowell, 
calling his attention to this and furthermore 
instructing him to inquire into the cases and 
to act upon the principles which he had laid 
down. Mr. Lowell acted promptly. He 
applied to Earl Granville for a copy of the 
warrant and for particulars of the charges. 
A copy of the warrant was furnished, but 
Earl Granville declined to furnish particu- 
lars, Mr. Lowell made a second

Blaine could not further instruct him with- 
out receiving the authority from President 
Garfield, who was incapacitated from grant- 
ing if. Mr. Blaine could not get the author- 
ity, and he could not act without it without 
rendering himself liable to impeachment. 
Guiteau’s bullet paralyzed his powers, He 
was absolutely unable to act further until Mr. 
Arthur had succeeded to the Presidency, and 
then Mr. Blaine vacated his office. These 
Bourbon demagogs know well enough that 
Mr. Blaine did all that could be done up to 
July, 1881, for the protection of Walsh and 
McSweeney, and that after that time he could 
do nothing more without a gross violation of 
his official duties that would have exposed 
him to impeachment and punishment.

REMOVING A POSTMASTER. 

The Southern Bourbons, discounting their” 
supposititious victory in November, have de- 
cided that Republican officials in that section 
must go, even before the expiration of their 
terms. A sample is give at Bamberg, a lit- 
tle village in Barnwell County, South 
Carolina. The Postmaster of the village 
is Thomas . Robinson, a colored 
man who had been a schoolmaster, 
which of itself is a grave offense in that sec- 
tion, before his appointment. He was am- 
ply qualified for the place, had diligently at- 
tended to his duties, and was a remarkably 
quiet and efficient Postmaster. . 

The only charge that could be laid at his 
door by the chivalry of Barnwell County was 
his color, and the Bourbons therefore deter- 
mined that he should go. For several weeks 
they sent him anonymous letters warning 
him to leave. He paid no attention 
to them, but went on with his duty 
in his quiet way. At last came a letter 
notifying him that if he did not leave in 
thirty days he would be suddenly taken off. 
Still he kept at his work. About a week 
ago he closed his office and went home to 
Midway, about four miles from Bamberg. 
During the night he was awakened by a mob 
outside his house who were firing pistols into 
his room. Fortunately none vi his family 
were hit. The mob then tried to break into his 
house, but desisted when he promised to re- 
sign if they would spare his life. They then 
compelled him to take an oath that within 
thirty days he would resign in favor of one 
Mrs. Varn, the widow of a former Post- 
master, and warned him they would kil] him 
if he dared to violate his oath. By this time 
his neighbors came to his rescue and his as- 
sallants rode off. 

The post-office the next day remained 
closed, as he did not dare to return to it. The 
department was advised of the state of af- 
fairs and sent an agent to investigate, who 
reinstated him, and no outbreak has occurred 
since. What will be donein the future re- 
mains to be seen. It is claimed by the Bour- 
bons that the affair was not political, as the 
county is solidly Democratic, though the cen- 
sus shows that there are over twice as many 
colored people in the county as there are 
whites. Ifthe real reason were assigned it 
would be shown that they are acting upon 
Mr. Hendricks’ suggestion and are commen- 
cing to remove the Republican officials. Per- 
haps this method of removing Postmasters is 
part of the Democratic scheme of reform. 


WARNED IN TIME. 

A dispatch from Baltimore in the last issue 
of Tue Trieune brought the news that 
500 or 600 of the ward strikers and re- 
peaters of that city, who are under the con- 
trol of the Maryland bosses, are making their 
arrangements to go to Ohio for work in Octo- 
ber. In 1876 and in 1880 the same gang 
went to Indiana, and most of them voted, and 
some of them found themselves under arrest 
the morning of the election, but this year 
they evidently fancy that they can do their 
dirty work with impunity under the protec- 
tion of Democratic officials in Ohio. 

There is also good reason to believe that a 
gang of repeaters from Kentucky is making 
its arrangements to go over into Indiana in 
November, as its votes will not be needed 
in the former State. The Louisville Courier. 
Journal a day or two ago said In a double- 
leaded article: 

Both parties are short of funds, but if we put 
ourselves to it and set up an enterprising and 
active organization in ntucky we ought to 


be able to raise money enough at least to take 
care of Indiana. 


The Indianapolis Journal prints an extract 
from a private letter it has received, which 
shows how the Kentucky scoundrels propose 
to take care of Indiana. The letter says: 

A former resident of this city (Evans ville), 
who has been living in Louisville, „tor sev- 
eral years, was requested by a prominent ward 
politician to preside at a wari-meeting to be 
held a few days thereafter (either last week or 
the week before). The gentleman declined the 
honor on the ground that he never took partin 
polities, pad also because he saw no use of 

olding meetings in Kentucky, where they had 
it all their own way. The politician said: It 
is not for the purpose of aiding in the election 
in our State, but to raise money to send 20,000 
men, which we can easily spare, into Indiana to 
carry that State.“ 

With such warnings as these before them 
the Republicans of Ohio and Indiana ought 
to be on the alert. They have already had 
sufficient experience with these Democratic 
roughs from Maryland and Kentucky to put 
them on their guard at once. On a fair vote 
and honest count Ohio will not only go Re- 
publican by her old-time majorities, but In- 
diana will give a handsome Republican ma- 
jority. If, as is stated, the Republicans of 
those States are in want of money, they 
should raise it at once in sufficient quantity 


from voting. Unless they are vigilant there 
are little hopes of an honest election. 
Committees should be organized at once to 
watch the scoundrels, and, if caught at their 
work, to bring them to trial at once, When

FOREIGN LAND THIEVES. 

Our cable dispatches contain a denial from 
the Prairie Cattle Company of Scotland of 
the charge recently made in a réport to the 
Land Commissioner that they had with other 
foreign companies been stealing the land of 
the United States by wholesale. The Dun- 
dee Advertiser, the organ of the Scotch 
ranch companies, says the statements of 
„the American newspapers upon the quan- 
‘tities of land fenced in by English and 
‘* Seotch companies are preposterous, and such 
statements are only made for electioneering 
„purposes.“ Unfortunately for the repnta- 
tion of these men for veracity, the evidence 
on which the charges are based is official, 
A report made at the last session 
of Congress by the Committee on 
Public Lands places the truth of these 
charges of land-stealing beyond ques 
tion. In a letter from the Secretary of the 
Interior dated March 17, 1884, in answer to 
a request from the House of Representatives 
for information about the unlawful fencing 
of public lands, we find a full recital of the 
evidence that public land has been fenced in 
in enormous quantities by foreign corporate 
and individual land thieves, that titles have 
been obtained by fraudulent entries in pursu- 
ance of an organized plan to control the 
water for stockmen, and, crowning impu- 
dence of all, that these forei do not 
hesitate to put their fraudulent and unlawful 
fences across the mail routes of the United 
States itself. Special agents of the Land De- 
partment report that they have frequently 
ridden for many miles through these inclos- 
ures, and that they often contain much fine 
farming land. 

The official reports show, says the commit- 
tee, that some of these inclosures are con- 
trolled by foreign capitalists exclusively— 
such as the Arkansas Cattle Company, 1, 000, 
000 acres; the Prairie Cattle Company, 
1,000,000 acres; the Carlisle Cattle Company 
in Colorado, the Wyoming Cattle Company, 
and numbers of others. . One titled 
gentleman —the Marquis de Morales—has a 
large inclosure in Dakota of the public lands 
maintained by his retainers as against Amer- 
ican citizens. The aggregate of lands thus 
controlled exclusively by these foreigners is 
several millions of acres. These inclosures 
are generally made of barbed wire, and by 
many of them mail routes are closed, and 
settlement by citizens under homestead laws 
and preémption is prevented. This ought to 
be sufficient to satisfy even the Dundee Ad- 
vertiser that its denial is untrue, 

It is not necessary to take an alarmist view 
of the ownership of large tracts of land in 
this country by foreigners, where the land is 
really owned. These rich cattle companies 
bring in bloodei stock to improve the native 
breed, and make a plant of capital that is of 
benefit to us in a great many ways. But 
property and theft ought to be kept distinct 
here as everywhere else. Stealing vast es- 
tates and buying them are two very different 
things. We can stand the latter, the former 
is unendurable. These foreigners, to revenge 
themselves for the wrong done their own peo- 
ple by the nobility who have stolen pretty 
much all the common lands of England, have 
undertaken to steal all the common lands of the 
United States that are worth stealing. No 
one need expect tliat the people of this coun- 
try will submit to these inclosures,” made 
in the genuine English baronial style. The 
Public Lamds Committee does not use language 
too strong when it says in the report 
from which we have already quoted that 
„There is not another nation that would per- 
mit such outrages as are being perpetrated 
on these lands, and it is beyond comprehen- 
sion why the depredators should have been 
permitted to erect and maintain their in- 
closures for a single day after notice was 
given of their existence, especially the for- 
eign corporations.“ 

The Government has the right by statute 
to empldy its military force to remove ob- 
structions and trespassers on the public 
lands. This power has been used to evict 
the Indian-Territory ‘‘ boomers” from the 
land of the Creeks and Cherokees, but it 
has never been brought into service to clear 
the public land of these millionaire trespass- 
ers, who commit all kinds of outrages on 
settlers already on the ground and on those 
who dare approach the inclosures. On many 
of their fences these trespassers have the 
sign: Cut this fence, and buy your coffin.” 
An American, even if poor, ought to be con- 
sidered by his own Government as better 
than a rich foreign nobleman or corporation. 
The Government, now that it has got rid of 
Oklahoma Payne, has the right to use the 
same soldiers that were employed against 
him to fire out” the cattle companies of 
Scotchmen and Englishmen who have delib- 
erately stolen millions of acres of our land 
and shut up the mail routes of the United 
States. We commend this subject to the 
careful attention of the Secretary of War. 


Sr. Jonny, the Prohibitionist candidate for 
the Presidency, who is running a side-show 
for the benefit of Cleveland, employed the 
last Sabbath Day for a political electioneering 
meeting at Jacksonville, III., in which fe 
advocated his own election and denounced 
the Republican platform. His assault upon 
the Republican platform grows out of the 
fact that it takes no cognizance of prohibi- 
tion, because that question has nothing to do 
with National politics.

**Micaliz”’ at the Standard. 

In Micaliz; or, A Double Life,” which is 
the attraction at the Standard this week, Mr. 
Newton Gotthold bas a strong romantic piay, 
which in closeness of construction and interest 
of plot is superior to any sensational production 
that has been seen here for many months. The 
sub-titie should, however, be substituted for 
the title, as the latter gives no clew to the nat- 
ure of the piece. 

The story is based on the old expedient of 
mistaken identity, so well used in The Lyons 
Mail,” A False Friend.“ etc., and so colored 
with probability by the famous Tichborne trial. 
Pascal De La Garde is returning from Martin- 
ique to France to claim a fortune, and is way- 
laid and apparently killed by hig uncle, the 
Baron de Beauvais. A gypsy named Micalisz, 
who is physically a counterpart of Pascal, ap- 
pears on the scene, secures the victim's 
effects, and decides to ~personate him. 
The second act , depicts the arrival of 
the faise heir, the doubt of the mother, 
the consternation of the uncle, and the appear- 
ance on the scene of a Creole girl whom the 
real Pascal had secretly married. The third act 
is rapid in action, fruitful of incident, and rises 
to a fine dramatic climax. In a little hut on 
the Seine Micaliz tries to repudiate the Creole 
girl; fights a duel with Henri Dorvilie, who is 
his rival in love, and falls stabbed in the back 
by a masked figure that finally turns out to be 
the Baron de Beauvais. The plot is swiftly 
unraveled in the fourth act. The real heir, who 
has recovered from his wounds, appears just as 
his friends are lamenting his death and the 
Baron is triumphing in his supposed snecess. 
Two minor characters move through the piece: 
a picturesque Italian who is the evil genius of 
Micaliz, and the humorous clerk of a lawyer, 
who becomes the savior of Pascal. 

The dialog is always terse and sometimes 
vigorously epigrammatic; the action is now 
and then theatrical in a jerky way, when it 
could be made superbly dramatic by the nice 
gradation of force; but on the whole the play 
i¢ a clean and admirable example of the ro- 
mantic melodramatic school, and there is not a 
dull moment in its. development from begin- 
ning to end. 

Mr. Gottbold in the dual role acts with vigor 
and self-restraint, but be has not yet succeed- 
ed in drawing a vivid mental contrast between 
the characters of Pascal and Micaliz—between 
men who are in reality half-brothers, but one 
of whom has had the education of a gentle- 
man, while the other's nature, habits of 
thought, and motives of action have been af- 
fected by a directly opposit environment. 
Here is a psychological study the illustration 
of which calls for the most delicate methods 
of the actor’s art. The resembiance between 
Micaliz and Pascal extends no deeper than feat- 
ure and lineament, and the audience should

THE BLAINE-FISHER LETTERS. 
How the Boston ‘*Gang’’ Robbed Mr. 

Blaine and Grew Yirtuously Indig- 

nant When He Asked for His Money 

Back. 

It is characteristic of the course of the Dem- 
ocrats in this campaign that some of their 
most decided objections to Mr. Blaine are 
‘founded upon a misapprehension of letters ad- 
dressed to him by Warren Fisher. The aver- 
age Democrat seems not to know that the re- 
ceipt of letters from Fisher was not necessarily 
an act of great turpitude. The contents of 
these letters Fisher alone was responsible for. 
The letter of April 16, 1872, from Fisher to 
Blaine, printed in yesterday's issue, taken apart 


from the correspondence which preceded and 
followed it, seems to bear unfavorably on Mr. 
Blaine’s relation to the busimess transactions 
referred to. But in ite proper position the let- 
ter takes on a different meaning. Blaine 
in a number of letters preceding 
April 13 pressed Fisher hard to 
restore money which he and Caldwell had ob- 
tained on false representations. Blaine inti- 
mated strongly that he bad been deceived and 
wronged, and that the money which he ad- 
vanced—$25,000—had been improperly with- 
held. Blaine bad himseif borrowed this money, 
and was paying interest on it at the rate of 
$2,000 per annum. He naturally wanted it 
back, or its equivalent. He demanded it of 
Fisher in very peremptory language. Blaine 
had been swindled, and ‘he almost said so in 
plain English. Fishér’s letter of April 16 was 
an angry retort and full of misstatements, 
which Mr. Biaine fully exposed and corrected 
in a letter dated two days later. We reprint 
the three letters in the proper order to show 
how groundiess Fisher's suspicions were and 
how crowded with errors bis letter was: 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18. 1872.—My Dran 
Mn. Fis unn: I have your favor of the 12th. Iam not 
prepared to pay any money just now in any diree- 
tion, being s cramped and pressed that I am abso- 
lutely unable to do so. Please send me a copy of 
the notes of mine held by you with indorsed pay- 
ments thereon. 

I would have been glad, instead of a demand 
upon me for payment of notes, if you had proposed 
a general settlement of all matters between us that 
remain unadjusted. Theré is still due to me on 
articles of agreement between us $70,000 in land 
bonds and $31,000 in first-mortgage bonds, making 
$101,000 in all. For these bonds the money was 
paid you nearly threé years ago, and every other 
party agreeing to take bonds on the same basis has 
long since received its full quota. Ialone am left 
hopeless and helpless, so far as Jean see. Then 
there is the $25,000 which I borrowed and paid over, 
under your orders, to Mr. Pratt, for which I have 
received no pay. Mr. Caldwell paid me a Small 
fraction of the amount, as I supposed, but he 
now says the money he paid me must be 
credited to another account on which he was my 
debtor, and that he denies all responsibility—past, 
present, and future—on the $25,000, for the pay- 
ment of which I mest, he says, look solely to you. I 
only know that I delivered the money to Mr. Pratt 
on your written order. I still owe the money in 
Maine, and am carrying the greater part of it at 8 
per cent—nearly $2,000 per annum steady draw on 
my resourees, which are slender enough without 
this burden. 

Still further, I left with Mr. Mulliken, January, 
1871, $6,000 in land-grant bonds, Union Pacific Raii- 
road, to be exchanged for a like amount of Little 
Rock land bonds with Mr. Caldwell, he to change 
back when I desired. Mr. Caldwell declined to 
take them, and yeu took them without any negotia- 
tion with me or any authority from me in regard 
to the matter. You placed the Little Rock land 
bonds in the envelope, and I have the vriginal en- 
velope with Mr. Mulliken's indorsement thereon of 
the fact of the delivery to you. Now, I do not 
complain of your taking the bonds, provided you 
hold yourself bound to replacethem. The worst 
of the whole matter was that the bonds were only a 
part mine, and I have had to make good the others 
to the original owner. 

There are other matters to which I would refer, 
but my letter is already long. 

I do not think under the circumstances it would 
be quite wise or kind in you to place any note or 
notes of mine that may bappen to be in your pos- 
session in the hands of third parties as collateral. 

In any event I ask asasimpie favor that you 
will not do so, and that you will send me by return 
mull a copy of all obligations of mine in your pos- 
session. 

Mrs. Biaine joins me in very kind regards to 
Mrs. Fisher, and in the expression of the hope that 
you may have a pleasant and profitable tour in 
Europe.

Another Ticker Case Against the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. 

The Marine Grain and Stock Exchange, of No. 5 
Montauk Block, filed a bill yesterday in the Sa- 
perior Court against the Western Union and Gold 
& Stock Telegraph Companies to prevent them 
from taking the tickers out of its office. Wires 
and tickers were placed in the office about a month 
ago atthe request of J.8. White & Co., commis- 
sion men, and the latter subsequently ‘sold out to 


William Martin. Three days ago Ma sold out 
to complainant, but the companies the board 
instantly smelled a ducket-shop and gave 


notice they would discontinue quotations. The com- 
plalnunt claims it has an equitabie right, 80 long as 
it pays for the tickers, to have them in its office, 
and to have the market quotations supplied to it 
the same as to any other customer, without any 
discrimination, and it asks for an injunction to pre- 
vent any interference with such rights. 


Items. 

Henry Hartt of the firm of Henry Hartt & Co.. 
printing-press dealers on Arcade court, has filed 
an affidavit fora capias in the Superior Court for 
the arrest of William Brooks, the matter having 
been suppressed since Friday. An action on the

THE COUNCIL. 

CLEANING OGDEN SLIP AND PROVIDING FOR 
NEW BRIDGES—ROUTINE BUSINESS. 

The Council met last evening, Mayor Har- 
rison in the chair, and all the Aldermen pres- 
ent except Hildreth and Walsh. 

A communication was received from the 
Commissioner of Health inclosing a petition of 
residents of the Fifth Ward asking that Ogden 
Slip be filled up. In bis opinion it was a nut- 
sance which should be abated at once, and 
could be by dredging. He was informed that 
it was thus cleaned by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works in 1878, and the Corporation Counsel 
said it was the duty of the city to do so now. 
He requested that the Commissioner ot Public 
Works be directed to dredge the slip. 

Ald. Sheridan had read the petition, which 
set forth that refuse and offal of the most dis- 
gusting character were constantly being poured | 
into the slip. There was no current, and this 
stuff was full of pestilence ana malaria. There 
was no reason why the slip sbould not be 
closed. It was of no public benefit, but was 
of great public injury, and threatened, in the 
event of an epidemic; todo much greater in- 
jury to the community. Immediate action was 
asked. The Alderman said there were but two 
houses on the slip, and the business done there 
was not sufficient to jeopardize the lives of the 
people living in the vicinity. He was opposed 
to spending money for dredging year after 
year. 

The pavers were sent to a special committee 
of five—Shorey, Sheridan, Cullerton, Campbell, 
and Noyes. 

Aid. Cullerton presented a petition from Bo- 
hemians asking that the proceedings of the 
Council, ordinances, etc., be published in a Bo- 
bemian paper. Referred to the Committees on 
Finance and Printing. : 

The Finance Committee recommended the 
expenditure of $32,000 of the contingent fund 
for a viaduct at Erie street, there beitig $8,391 
already to the credit of the viaduct fund. 
The matter was made a special order for Mun- 
day night. 

The Mayor stated that he intended to recom- 
mend the construction of a double iron bridge 
at Lake street, and hoped that the Council 
would not exhaust any surplus in the Treas- 


ury. 

Ald. Gaynor banded in an order directing the 
Commissioner of Public Works to send in an 
estimate for a double bridge at Jackson street. 

Ald. Cullerton said that $100,000 of the sur- 
plus had already been used, but more of it 
could be appropriated for a bridge at that point. 

Aid. Lawier, Dixon, and Whelan wanted the 
bridge built. 

The order was referred to the Committee on 
Harbors and Bridges. 

Ald. McNurney presented an order for an es- 
timate for a doyble-track bridge at Lake street. 
Referred. r 

Ald. Campbell thought there should be a 
double bridge at Adams street, and presented 
an order for an estimate. Referred to thé 
same committee.

When seen by a TRIBUNE reporter an 
hour later he was pacing the inner court of the 
jail uneasily. Men were set at work to recon- 
struct the old scaffold on which three persons 
have been banged for murder. The trap was ad- 
justed and swung several times to make sure 
that it would swing completely under the plat- 
torm, and the scaffoid timbers and deck were 
painted a sombre brown. An ominous look it 
had as it stood in the outer yard. It will prob- 
ably be set up inside the jail as soon as the 
paint dries. 


THE STATE FAIR. 
THE SHORTAGE NOT MORE THAN $5,000—THE 
FAT-STOCK SHOW. 

The total receipts of the State Fair were 
about $31,000 and the expenses $13,000, whieh, 
together with the premium-list of $23,000, 
makes a gross outlay of $36,000. This will leave 
a shortage of $5,000. Last year the fair netted 
the association $12,000, so that it is still $7,000 
ahead for the two years. ‘Lhe Fat-Stock Show in 
November will be held under the present man- 
agement, and it is hoped will be more success- 
ful finandially than the late fair. 

A peculiar case of fraud came to the notice 
of the committee yesterday. On the awarding 
of the prizes a young man who is claimed to 
be known took the sample of corn winning the 
first prizé of $150, and beldnging to R. W.

The committee is after the forger, and he will 
probabiy be locked up today. 

As to the location of the fair next year it is 
as yet undecided, the members elected at the 
late fair not taking their places on the board 
until January. Superintendant Samuel Dysart 
is in favor of Chicago where, he thinks, a 

attendance can be attracted than at any 
other place. The failure this year be attributes 
more to the scarcity of money than to the in- 
difference of the people of Chicago, which was 
no greater than that of the country people.

MRS. HOOKER’S TROUBLES. 
THE WIFE OF A BOARD OF TRADE MAN WANTS 
A DIVORCE. 
Stephen G. Hooker, formeriy a well-known 
Board of Trade man, was made defendant yes- 
torday toa bill for divorce filed against him by 
his wife, Helen N. Hooker. Sue says she was 
married to him the 12th of June, 1849, and has 
borne him twelve children, of whom five are 
still living. For the last ten or eleven years 
her husband, she says, has been in the habit of 
using liquor very freely, and during the last 
two years has been almost daily under its in- 
fluence. Four or five years ago he ceased doing 
any regular business, and since then his only 
income bas been from some deals on the Board 
of Trade, in which he has lost nearly 
as much as he has gained. Ten years ago, she 
says, his first act of cruelty was committed, 
‘when he choked her severely while she was in 
bed and asked her why she was sleeping while 
he was troubled about business affairs. Of late 
years his alleged habits of intoxication and 
cruelty have become more confirmed and se- 
vere, until his wife became afraid to live with 
him, and left his house and went to live with 
one of her sons. In December, 1882, he caught 
hold of ber and threw her against a washstand, 
severely bruising ber, and again in June, 1883, 
be choked her and twisted her arm. On this 
last occasion her daughter Alice came to her 
aid, and beat ber father with an umbrella, but 
without causing him to loose his bold on his 
wife. A frantic endeavor was made to get a 
policeman, but, as usual, he could 
not be found, and some carmen 
were called in, who ulled Hooker 
away until the wife escaped. then, it is al- 
leged, rushed after his daughter, but the men 
again interfered. The 20th of February last 
Hooker, it is said. seized his wife and drove 
her bead through a plate-giass door, but a 
plentiful supply of waves and ooils of hair 
saved her from injury. Several other similar 
instances of abuse are given, which resulted in 
her leaving the house in July, 1883. Mrs. 
Hooker bought with her own mouey the house 
and lot No. 300 Webster avenue for $5,800, but 
subject to an incumbrance of $2,800. Hook- 
er's conduct, however, has been such that she 
cannot keep either the boarders or roomers 
she and on whom she relied for 
her support, and now he is in undisturbed pos- 
session of the place and looking around for a 
liant housekeeper. The house will rent for 
a month, and Mrs. Hooker asks for an in- 
junction to prevent her busband occupying it, 
or seiling the furniture therein, or installing a 
housekeeper, and for a decree compelling bim 
to surrender possession to ber, and dissolving 
the marriage relation. A temporary injunc 
tion was issued by Judge Gardner against the 
sale of the household furniture. 


THE COUNTY BOARD. 
BONDS WHICH ARE PAYABLE NEXT YEAR— 
MISOBLLANEOUS BUSINESS. 

The County Board met yesterday. 

Commissioner Sommer offered a resolution 
instructing the Committee on Finance and the 
visitor for outdoor. relief to immediately in- 
vestigate the reported destitution and misery 
existing among the people in the southwestern 
settlement of the Stock- Yards and to take steps 
for their relief if the reports were true. 
Adopted. 

Commissioner Senne offered a resolution in 
which he called the attention of the board to 
the fact that bonds issued by the county were 
out 8 $958, 000, * were payable 
May 1, 1885. taxievy of 1863 for the pur- 
pose of paying off these bonds amounts 
to only $200,000, and. the Commissioner would 
therefore move that it be ascertained whether 
the necessary amount be obtained by a new 
tax levy or by issuing new bonds. If by issa- 
ing new bonds the question must be submitted 
to the people. To get at the matter properly he 
would refcr the matter to the Finance Commit- 
tee and the County Attorney. Concurred in. 

The report of the Medical 9 of 
the Insane Asylum for the year ending Sept. 1. 
showed that his total ex had been 
$117,985; that thé dally average of patients 
was 592; that the cost of keeping them was 
54% cents per capita per diem; that 502 pa- 
tients were admitted, 108 died, 141 recovered, 
and 111 had been improved. Present number 
of patients 632. 

The County Agent’s annual report showed 
that his expenses had been $96,762, and that 
he had relieved 4,001 families, numbering 
16,607 persons.

The British Scientists Disporting 
Themselves in the North west. 

Ortawa, Ont., Sept. 15.—[Special.}—A die 
patch from Winnipeg says: The British sch 
entists arrived Friday night at Stephen. The 
train brought them to Kicking-Horse Pass Sat- 
urday morning. Thence the exploring party 
rambled over the mountains to the tunnel, 
four miles of which suddenly collapsed just 
after several Professors and journalists had 
gone through. Fifty tons of rock fell on an 
adjoining bridge, which gave way. Drs. Sel- 
wyn of Ottawa, Royle of England, Dawson of 
Toronto, and Messrs. Stockwell, Calder, Bar- 
nard, and others narrowly escaped. Two of 
the party were slightly injured. Western com- 
munications are entirely stopped. 

The geologists have been in ecstacies with the 
rock sections. The exact age of the mountain 
has not been determined up to the present, but 
fossila found by Messrs. Boyd, Dawkins, Dr. G. 
M. Dawson, and W. Hamilton Merritt give ma- 
terial to definitly establish that important 
point. The members of the British Associa- 
tion are very favorably impressed with ‘the use- 
fulness and military bearing of the mounted 
police. Saturday Crowfoot and 200 braves met 
the party at Gleichen, and, after drawing them 
up in line, the great Chief was made a present 
of a case of tea. Several braves and squaws 
were nearly stripped of their ornaments by the 
scientists, who bought nearly everything they 
would part with. 


Indians on the Verge of Starvation— 
A Sad Picture. 

Orrawa, Ont., Sept. 15.—[S8pecial.]—Advices 
from Lake Temiscamingue give a deplorable 
account of the condition of a remnant of the 
Aigonquin Indians in that region. The money 
granted by the Dominion Government to re 
lieve these Indians is wasted between the Hud- 
son Bay Company and middlemen, while the 
Indians are left to starve. No less than thir 
teen of these unhappy creatures were last year 
allowed to die of hunger ana cold at the very 
threshold of Long Point Fort, situated on 
Quinzey Lake, and many got through the 
winter by eating refuse from the lum- 
ber camps and picking up fiour and 
other provisions dropped from the sup- 
ply sileighs. The Government reports 
concerning the condition of the Indians on Lake 
Temiscamingue Reserve are said to be manu- 
factured from hearsay, as the condition of the 
indians is the very reverse of what is repre- 
sented. This state of affairs is attributed to 
the action of the Government in appointing the 
Hudson Bay officials to distribute among the 
Indians the annual supplies intrusted to their 
care, and itis believed from what has been fre- 
quently witnessed of the arrogant and avari- 
cious disposition manifested by this corpora- 
tion towards the poor Indians that the position 
of Indian Agent is used merely as a lever to 
promote their own aggrandizement.:
